Chicago, Jan. 6—Assistant 
Secre- 


tary of the Treasury Frank A. Van- 
derlip has come home to rest and re- 
cuperate from an attack of typhoid 
fever which kept him in St. Augus- 
tine, Florida, over two weeks. On his 
way to Chicago, Mr. Vanderlip stop- 
ped at Washington to malce his report 
to the president as special commis- 
sioner to Porto Rico to inquire into 
the currency and customs problems 
presented by the annexation of the 
island. The currency in Porto Rico 
consists of silver and bank paper. Mr. 
Vanderlip said: 


"The currency amounts to something 


less than. 5,500,000 pesos, the Spanish 
soldiers having1 carried a considerable 
proportion of the currency of the is- 
land away with them. Of the paper 
issued by two banks, there is outstand- 
ing a little over a million. Al' paper 
will be retired. I have recommended 
the valuation of the peso at 60 cents. 
Owing to the restricted amount of 
coinage the peso is worth considerably 
more than bullion of the same weight. 
At the custom house two pesos are ac- 
cepted for $1 in Dutch. The people 
are delighted to be Americans, and 
there is every prospect of prosperity for 
our new posession. 


"Whatever mineral wealth there is 


is wholly undeveloped and the agri- 
cultural possibilities are apparently 
boundless. Only a portion of the land 
is under cultivation. 
There -are no 


water works, sewers, electric light 
plants nor electric railways. There ii 
a good field for electric roads through- 
out the island. With the exception of 
the military road there is no road of 
any kind in Porto Rico. 
Franchise 


seekers and promoters in general who 
rushed to the island almost before the 
American troops landed, have begun 
to give place to the more solid and 
promising class. Undoubtedly capital 
will begin to seek investment there 
soon. There is no field for a man with- 
out capital on account of the high 
prices of land."

PLAINT OF FILIPINOS, 


Rupture Imminent Unless Our "Over, 


bearing Policy" Is Modified, 


Otis Issues a Proclamation to 


the Islanders. 


Text of President's Message Relative to Ad- 


ministration of Affairs. 


Manila, Jan. 6.—A leading representa- 


tive of the Filipino junta, in the course of 
an Interview yesterday, declared that 
the serious crisis in, ths Philippines is 
due to what they designate as "overt," 
unf'Ur treatment ot the Filipinos by the 
United States." They said that, despite 
the known fact that the whole of the 
Vlsayas group was in possession of the 
Filipino forces, General Otis was ordered 
to 
take 
possession of the 
entire 


archipelago 
and 
dispatched 
troops 


and warships to the southern Visayas. 
The Filipinos, according to the junta 
representative, are determined to pre- 
vent the landing of the Americans at 
Iloilo and may, as a last resort, destroy 
the city for strategical purposes. 


The junta insist that a rupture of the 


friendly relations now existing between 
the "Filipino national government" and 
the American executive is imminent, and 
that hostilities are probable unless what 
they characterize as the "unreasonable, 
unfair and overbearing 
policy of the 


Americans" is modified. They say the 
Filipinos "would deeply regret such a 
rupture, but would accept it as inevit- 
able." 


In concluding the interview the spokes- 


man of the junta representatives said: 
"The Filipinos appeal to the American 
people to uphold the rightsi of mankind 
and to avoid bloodshed, assuring the 
Americans of our desire to complete a 
friendly settlement through an im- 
partial commission of inquiry. 


"The Filipinos loyally supported the 


Americans against the common enemy, 
and they now look to the American na- 
tion to fulfill the promises made to 
Aguinaldo at Singapore before he pro 
ceeded to assist Admiral Dewey. All the 
Filipinos ask is the truest and best rights 
of mankind." 


Major General Otis, military com- 


mander of the United States forces in 
the Philippine islands, has issued a 
proclamation to the Filipinos, 
based 


upon instructions received by cable from 
President McKinley. The proclamation, 
which consists of 700 words only, ap- 
peared yesterday in all the papers simul- 
taneously. 


General Otis, after reciting briefly 


President McKinlev's instructions, ex- 
presses the opinion that it is the inten- 
tion of the American government while 
directing affairs- generally to appoint 
representative men, forming the con- 
trolling element, to civil positions. He 
also expresses himself as convinced that 
the United States government intends 
to seek the establishment in the islands 
of a most liberal government, in which 
the people will be as fully represented as 
the maintenance of law and order will" 
permit, susceptible'of development, on 
lines of increased representation and the 
bestowal of increased powers, into a 
government as free and independent as 
is enjoyed by the most favored provinces 
in the world. To this end he invites the 
full confidence and co-operation of the 
Filipinos. 


Nothing is said in the proclamation 


regarding the disarmament of the rebels, 
but General Otis asserts his belief that 
the United States government intends, 
so far as is consistent, to draw upon the 
Filipinos military force in making th« 
civil appointments. 


Following is the text of the president'* 


instructions: 


The destruction of the Spanish-fleet in 


the harbor of Manila by the United 
States naval squadron commanded by 
Rear Admiral Dewey, followed by the 
reduction of the city and the surrender 
of the Spanish forces, practically effected 
the conquest of the Philippine islands 
and the suspension of Spanish sov- 
ereignty therein. 


With the signature of the treaty of 


peace between the United States and 
Spain by their respective plenipoten- 
tiaries at Paris, on the 10th inst., and 
as the result of victories of American 
arms, the future control, disposition and 
government of the Philippine Islands 
are ceded to the United States. In ful- 
fillment of the rights of sovereignty thus 
acquired and the responsibe obligations 
of government thus assumed, the actual 
occupation and administration of the 
entire group of the Philippine Islands 
becomes immediately necessary, and the 
military government heretofore main- 
tained by the United States in the city, 
harbor and bay of Manila is to be ex- 
tended with all possible dispatch to the 
fhole of the ceded territory. 


In performing this duty, the military 


commander of the United States is en- 
joined to make known to the inhabitants ' 
of the Philippine Islands that in suc- 
aeeding to the sovereignty of Spain, in 
revering the former political relations 
»f the inhabitants and in establishing ! 
I new political power, the authority of 
Ihe United States is to be exerted for 
! 


Ihe security of the persons and prop- 
|i"ty of the people of the islands and for 
Ihe confirmation of all their private 
rights and relations. It will be the duty 
Df the commander of the forces of occu- 
pation to announce and proclaim in the 
most publlo manner that we come, not 
is invaders or conquenors.but as friends, 
to protect the natives in their homes, in 
their employments and in their personal 
ind religious rights. 


All persona who, either by active aid 


K by honest submission, co-operate with 
:he government of the United States to 
fiv^ effect to these beneficent purposes, 
ivHl r«ceive the reward.of its support and 
protection. All otnerg will be brought 
within ±h'e lawful rule wa have assumed, 
with firmness if need but without s«- 
rerlty, BO far as may be possible.

The operations of civil 
and municipal government are to be per- 
formed by such officers as may accept 
the supremacy of the United States by 
taking the oath of allegiance, or by offi- 
cers chosen as far as may be practicable 
from the inhabitants of the islands. 


While the control of all the public 


property »,nd the revenues^of the state 
passes with the cession, and while the 
use and management of all public means 
of transportation are necessarily re- 
served to the authority of the United 
States, private property,whether belong- 
ing to individuals or corporations, is to 
be respected, except for cause duly es- 
tablished. The taxes and duties hereto- 
fore passable by the inhabitants to the 
late government become payable to the 
authorities of the United States unless it 
be seen fit to substitute for them other 
reasonable rates or modes of contribu- 
tion to the expenses of government, 
whether general or local. 
If private 


property be taken for military use, 1t 
shall be paid fur. when possible, in cash, 
at a fair valuation, and when payment 
in cash is not practicable, receipts are 
to be given. * 


All ports and r'.-.fes In the Philippine 


Islands in the actual possession of the 
land and naval forces of the United 
States will be opened to the commerce of 
all friendly nations. All goods and 
wares, not prohibited for military rea- 
<=ons by flue announcement of the mili- 
tary authority, will be admitted upon 
payment of such duties and other 
charges as phall be in force at the time 
of their importation. 


Finally, it should be the earnest and 


paramount aim of the military admin- 
istration to win the confidence, respect 
and affection of tho inhabitants of the 
Philippines by assuring to them in every 
possible way that full measure of indi- 
vidual rights and liberties, which is the 
heritage of free peoples, and by proving 
to them that the mission of the United 
States is one of benevolent assimilation, 
substituting the mild sway of justice 
and right for arbitrary rule. In the ful- | 
fillmcnt of this high mission, supporting 
the temperate administration ot affairs 
for the greatest good of the governed, 
there mu&t be sedulously maintained the 
strong arm of authority, to repress dis- 
turbances and to overcome ail obstacles 
to the bestowal of blessings of food and 
stable government upon the people of 
Ihe Philippine Islands under the free 
flag of the United States

tary of the Treasury Frank A. Van- 
derlip has come home to rest and re- 
cuperate from an attack of typhoid 
fever which kept him in St. Augus- 
tine, Florida, over two weeks. On his 
way to Chicago, Mr. Vanderlip stop- 
ped at Washington to malce his report 
to the president as special commis- 
sioner to Porto Rico to inquire into 
the currency and customs problems 
presented by the annexation of the 
island. The currency in Porto Rico 
consists of silver and bank paper. Mr. 
Vanderlip said: 


"The currency amounts to something 


less than. 5,500,000 pesos, the Spanish 
soldiers having1 carried a considerable 
proportion of the currency of the is- 
land away with them. Of the paper 
issued by two banks, there is outstand- 
ing a little over a million. Al' paper 
will be retired. I have recommended 
the valuation of the peso at 60 cents. 
Owing to the restricted amount of 
coinage the peso is worth considerably 
more than bullion of the same weight. 
At the custom house two pesos are ac- 
cepted for $1 in Dutch. The people 
are delighted to be Americans, and 
there is every prospect of prosperity for 
our new posession. 


"Whatever mineral wealth there is 


is wholly undeveloped and the agri- 
cultural possibilities are apparently 
boundless. Only a portion of the land 
is under cultivation. 
There -are no 


water works, sewers, electric light 
plants nor electric railways. There ii 
a good field for electric roads through- 
out the island. With the exception of 
the military road there is no road of 
any kind in Porto Rico.

seekers and promoters in general who 
rushed to the island almost before the 
American troops landed, have begun 
to give place to the more solid and 
promising class. Undoubtedly capital 
will begin to seek investment there 
soon. There is no field for a man with- 
out capital on account of the high 
prices of land."

PLAINT OF FILIPINOS, 


Rupture Imminent Unless Our "Over, 


bearing Policy" Is Modified, 


Otis Issues a Proclamation to 


the Islanders. 


Text of President's Message Relative to Ad- 


ministration of Affairs. 


Manila, Jan. 6.—A leading representa- 


tive of the Filipino junta, in the course of 
an Interview yesterday, declared that 
the serious crisis in, ths Philippines is 
due to what they designate as "overt," 
unf'Ur treatment ot the Filipinos by the 
United States." They said that, despite 
the known fact that the whole of the 
Vlsayas group was in possession of the 
Filipino forces, General Otis was ordered 
to 
take 
possession of the 
entire 


archipelago 
and 
dispatched 
troops 


and warships to the southern Visayas. 
The Filipinos, according to the junta 
representative, are determined to pre- 
vent the landing of the Americans at 
Iloilo and may, as a last resort, destroy 
the city for strategical purposes. 


The junta insist that a rupture of the 


friendly relations now existing between 
the "Filipino national government" and 
the American executive is imminent, and 
that hostilities are probable unless what 
they characterize as the "unreasonable, 
unfair and overbearing 
policy of the 


Americans" is modified. They say the 
Filipinos "would deeply regret such a 
rupture, but would accept it as inevit- 
able." 


In concluding the interview the spokes- 


man of the junta representatives said: 
"The Filipinos appeal to the American 
people to uphold the rightsi of mankind 
and to avoid bloodshed, assuring the 
Americans of our desire to complete a 
friendly settlement through an im- 
partial commission of inquiry. 


"The Filipinos loyally supported the 


Americans against the common enemy, 
and they now look to the American na- 
tion to fulfill the promises made to 
Aguinaldo at Singapore before he pro 
ceeded to assist Admiral Dewey. All the 
Filipinos ask is the truest and best rights 
of mankind." 


Major General Otis, military com- 


mander of the United States forces in 
the Philippine islands, has issued a 
proclamation to the Filipinos, 
based 


upon instructions received by cable from 
President McKinley. The proclamation, 
which consists of 700 words only, ap- 
peared yesterday in all the papers simul- 
taneously. 


General Otis, after reciting briefly 


President McKinlev's instructions, ex- 
presses the opinion that it is the inten- 
tion of the American government while 
directing affairs- generally to appoint 
representative men, forming the con- 
trolling element, to civil positions. He 
also expresses himself as convinced that 
the United States government intends 
to seek the establishment in the islands 
of a most liberal government, in which 
the people will be as fully represented as 
the maintenance of law and order will" 
permit, susceptible'of development, on 
lines of increased representation and the 
bestowal of increased powers, into a 
government as free and independent as 
is enjoyed by the most favored provinces 
in the world. To this end he invites the 
full confidence and co-operation of the 
Filipinos. 


Nothing is said in the proclamation 


regarding the disarmament of the rebels, 
but General Otis asserts his belief that 
the United States government intends, 
so far as is consistent, to draw upon the 
Filipinos military force in making th« 
civil appointments. 


Following is the text of the president'* 


instructions: 


The destruction of the Spanish-fleet in 


the harbor of Manila by the United 
States naval squadron commanded by 
Rear Admiral Dewey, followed by the 
reduction of the city and the surrender 
of the Spanish forces, practically effected 
the conquest of the Philippine islands 
and the suspension of Spanish sov- 
ereignty therein. 


With the signature of the treaty of 


peace between the United States and 
Spain by their respective plenipoten- 
tiaries at Paris, on the 10th inst., and 
as the result of victories of American 
arms, the future control, disposition and 
government of the Philippine Islands 
are ceded to the United States. In ful- 
fillment of the rights of sovereignty thus 
acquired and the responsibe obligations 
of government thus assumed, the actual 
occupation and administration of the 
entire group of the Philippine Islands 
becomes immediately necessary, and the 
military government heretofore main- 
tained by the United States in the city, 
harbor and bay of Manila is to be ex- 
tended with all possible dispatch to the 
fhole of the ceded territory. 


In performing this duty, the military 


commander of the United States is en- 
joined to make known to the inhabitants ' 
of the Philippine Islands that in suc- 
aeeding to the sovereignty of Spain, in 
revering the former political relations 
»f the inhabitants and in establishing ! 
I new political power, the authority of 
Ihe United States is to be exerted for 
! 


Ihe security of the persons and prop- 
|i"ty of the people of the islands and for 
Ihe confirmation of all their private 
rights and relations. It will be the duty 
Df the commander of the forces of occu- 
pation to announce and proclaim in the 
most publlo manner that we come, not 
is invaders or conquenors.but as friends, 
to protect the natives in their homes, in 
their employments and in their personal 
ind religious rights. 


All persona who, either by active aid 


K by honest submission, co-operate with 
:he government of the United States to 
fiv^ effect to these beneficent purposes, 
ivHl r«ceive the reward.of its support and 
protection. All otnerg will be brought 
within ±h'e lawful rule wa have assumed, 
with firmness if need but without s«- 
rerlty, BO far as may be possible.

tablished. The taxes and duties hereto- 
fore passable by the inhabitants to the 
late government become payable to the 
authorities of the United States unless it 
be seen fit to substitute for them other 
reasonable rates or modes of contribu- 
tion to the expenses of government, 
whether general or local. 
If private 


property be taken for military use, 1t 
shall be paid fur. when possible, in cash, 
at a fair valuation, and when payment 
in cash is not practicable, receipts are 
to be given. * 


All ports and r'.-.fes In the Philippine 


Islands in the actual possession of the 
land and naval forces of the United 
States will be opened to the commerce of 
all friendly nations. All goods and 
wares, not prohibited for military rea- 
<=ons by flue announcement of the mili- 
tary authority, will be admitted upon 
payment of such duties and other 
charges as phall be in force at the time 
of their importation. 


Finally, it should be the earnest and 


paramount aim of the military admin- 
istration to win the confidence, respect 
and affection of tho inhabitants of the 
Philippines by assuring to them in every 
possible way that full measure of indi- 
vidual rights and liberties, which is the 
heritage of free peoples, and by proving 
to them that the mission of the United 
States is one of benevolent assimilation, 
substituting the mild sway of justice 
and right for arbitrary rule. In the ful- | 
fillmcnt of this high mission, supporting 
the temperate administration ot affairs 
for the greatest good of the governed, 
there mu&t be sedulously maintained the 
strong arm of authority, to repress dis- 
turbances and to overcome ail obstacles 
to the bestowal of blessings of food and 
stable government upon the people of 
Ihe Philippine Islands under the free 
flag of the United States

Sir John Lubbock is a British naturalist, 


md there is not a better authority on in- 
iects now living than he. 


Ho takes great pains with everything he 


studies and appears to have enough pa- 
tience for a half dozen men, aa the follow- 
ing from bis book proves: 
'' Thp slow flapping of a butterfly's wings 


produces no sound, but when tho move- 
ments are rapid a noi»o is produced \|hicb 
increases with the. vibrations. The com- 
mon house fly produces the sound of F and 
vibrates its wings 21,120 times a minute, 
or 335 times in a second. The bee makes 
the sound of A and moves his wings 26,- 
400 times a minute, or 440 times a second. 
A tired bee, however, produces the sound 
of E and accordingly vibrates its wings not' 
more than 330 times a second." * 


The figures on the number of wing vi- 


brations in a given time in the different 
Insects are correct to a dot, they being the 
result of counting the number of percepti- 
ble marks made on a smoked cylinder, 
which during the time the imprisoned in- 
sect was doing the flapping act was being 
turned by a ystem of clockwork devised 
by.

How to Test the Oven. 


There are many methods of ascertain- 


ing the temperature of the oven with- 
out a thermometer, and the following, 
which was always resorted to by a very 
celebrated French cook, is certainly a 
reliable one. Put half & sheet of white 
kitchen paper on the shelf of the oven 
on which the cake is to be placed and 
shut the door. If at the end of five min- 
utes the paper is charred, the heat is 
too great. Cool the oven by leaving the 
door a little way open for a minute or 
two and then test again with another 
sheet of paper. If it is dark brown after 
being in for five minutes, the oven is 
right for baking small pastries and thin 
cakes. The temperature of a few de- 
grees below this—tested by a piece of 
paper turning a light brown—will be 
suitable for baking ordinary pound 
cakes, pie crusts, etc. When the paper 
turns only a dark yellow, the heat is 
suitable for puff pastes, sponge cake 
mixtures and meringues.

Sir John Lubbock is a British naturalist,

Ho takes great pains with everything he 


studies and appears to have enough pa- 
tience for a half dozen men, aa the follow- 
ing from bis book proves: 
'' Thp slow flapping of a butterfly's wings 


produces no sound, but when tho move- 
ments are rapid a noi»o is produced \|hicb 
increases with the. vibrations. The com- 
mon house fly produces the sound of F and 
vibrates its wings 21,120 times a minute, 
or 335 times in a second. The bee makes 
the sound of A and moves his wings 26,- 
400 times a minute, or 440 times a second. 
A tired bee, however, produces the sound 
of E and accordingly vibrates its wings not' 
more than 330 times a second." * 


The figures on the number of wing vi- 


brations in a given time in the different 
Insects are correct to a dot, they being the 
result of counting the number of percepti- 
ble marks made on a smoked cylinder, 
which during the time the imprisoned in- 
sect was doing the flapping act was being 
turned by a ystem of clockwork devised 
by.

How to Test the Oven. 


There are many methods of ascertain- 


ing the temperature of the oven with- 
out a thermometer, and the following, 
which was always resorted to by a very 
celebrated French cook, is certainly a 
reliable one. Put half & sheet of white 
kitchen paper on the shelf of the oven 
on which the cake is to be placed and 
shut the door. If at the end of five min- 
utes the paper is charred, the heat is 
too great. Cool the oven by leaving the 
door a little way open for a minute or 
two and then test again with another 
sheet of paper. If it is dark brown after 
being in for five minutes, the oven is 
right for baking small pastries and thin 
cakes. The temperature of a few de- 
grees below this—tested by a piece of 
paper turning a light brown—will be 
suitable for baking ordinary pound 
cakes, pie crusts, etc. When the paper 
turns only a dark yellow, the heat is 
suitable for puff pastes, sponge cake 
mixtures and meringues.

munity is its success in dealing with 
tha poor, the unfortunate and the 
vicious." He expects great things from 
the n«w boards of insanity and charity, 
whose establishment make* possible a 
better classification, treatment and 
care of ths insane and paupers of the 
state. 


The governor thinks that there is 


"among many of our citizens a grow- 
ing 
tendency, 
without 
sufficient 


grounds of public necessity, to invoke 
the paramount power of the legis- 
lature in th* enactment of laws re- 
lating to the affairs or government of 
cities." 
Many of the measures, the 


governor says, are "honestly intended 
by their promoters to cure serious 
evils, which are admitted by all to 
*xist in the operation of our muni- 
cipal governments, but which may 
have their sources far too deep to be 
permanently affected by such legisla- 
tion, while others spring from a de- 
sire to meet some temporary exigency 
of persons or pilitics, which, without 
«uch legislation, 
time is likely to 


speedily remove. I think there is dan- 
g-er of this tendency constantly to seek 
new legislation being carried too far. 
Too i frequent 
change in the system 


tinder which a municipal government 
is conducted tends to confuse the minds 
ot" the voters and to weaken their self- 
reliance and determination to attain 
to the best possible results under an 
existing system, while holding out to 
thain the hope, not always realized of 
improvement through legislative en- 
actment. Whan special laws of im- 
portance have been enacted for a single 
city, especially such laws as are de- 
signed to effect changes in the form 
of government, it has been the fre- 
quent custom of the legislature to re- 
quire that they receive the approval 
of the voters of such city or of their 
elected representatives. Such action is 
In my opinion wise and salutary." 


Th«re is much truth in all that the 


governor says, but the relations be- 
tween the legislature and the cities of 
the " state should not be sharply de- 
fined, nor should the legislature al- 
ways be asserting itself in opposition 
to the requests of cities. The state is 
practically a federation of cities and 
towne and the attitude of the state as 
a whole to any of its parts should be to 
allow the greatest possible liberty of 
action without encroachments upon the 
general rights. The governments of the 
cities of the commonwealth will not 
develop equally and the largest pos- 
sible freedom should be given to in- 
dividual development and the meet- 
Ing of the peculiar needs of the sepa- 
rate municipalities. A city's govern- 
ment and policy should be based on the 
bed rock of its people and should not 
be directed from the out-slde.

OFFICIALS ANNOYED, 


Think General Wood Has Been Indis- 


creet, If Not Insubordinate, 


More Serious Than Appears 


on the Face of News, 


No Need of the Loud and Rigorous Protes 


From Peopl* In Santiago. 


Washington, Jan. 6.—The president and 
the cabinet are greatly annoyed by the 
news from Santiago. It 
Is rather a 


strangs happening that the first real 
difficulty since the signing of the terms 
of peace should be fostered and encour- 
aged by one of the high representatives 
of the United States government on the 
island of Cuba. 


Word from Santiago was received by 


the state department yesterday an- 
nouncing that General Wood had left 
the Cuban city in a transport and was 
coming- to Washington. 


He ia not likely to receive a very warm 


welcome here. 


Officials, especially army officials, be- 


lieve that he haa been very indiscreet, to 
say the least, if not insubordinate. 


One of the members of the cabinet Raid 


last night: "Thlgls a more serious mat- 
ter than appears on the face of the news. 
The Cubans have been given an Incentive 
to remonstrate by agitation or by other 
methods of opposition, almost, in this 
very instance, approaching a riot, to re- 
bel against any order that may not be 
pleasing to them. The present state of 
the public, mind in Cuba is so wrought 
up that only a pretext la necessary to 
cause a rebellion. Cubans must have 
rather a peculiar idea of a government 
that has as: a representative in so high a 
place fts governor of a city and province, 
a man who meets the orders of his su- 
periors with loud protests of opposition. 
General Wo«d was well acquainted with 
these conditions. 


"He must have known that any propo- 


sition vt'hlch he might suggest or any 
agitation which he might lead would be 
pretty sure to attract the support of 
the people. They had been educated to 
see the orders from Spain obeyed. He 
must have known also that the Cuba.'fe, 
especially those who were in the army, 
were dissatisfied, no* alone on account 
of their being debarred from the shar- 
ing of the spoils of governing such a 
city as Santiago, but also because of 
Jealousy at thei occupancy of their home- 
land by Americans. There has all along 
been a great deal of talk that as to rulers 
they would just as leave have the Span- 
iards as the Americans. With General 
Wood as an example and as a leader they 
were very willing to flock to his sup- 
port. Anything to armov the Ameri- 
cans. I doubt if General Wood will ever 
go back as governor." 


Officials say there was no need of the 


loud and riotous protest. If an order 
from Washington did not conform to the 
conditions apparent to those In Santiago, 
there were many other ways to secure 
its being rescinded, instead of exciting 
a population that is not now, and has 
not been, over friendly to the United 
States, except when the troops were 
necessary to whip the Spaniards. If an 
Insurrection had really broken out, Gen- 
eral Wood, more than' anybody else, 
would have been responsible for its crea- 
tion, and being the occasion of the 
trouble, he would have found'it difficult 
to suppress it without being charged 
with inconsistency.

"Washington, Jan. 5.—The war de- 


partment, divieon of customs and in- 
sular affairs, received yesterday from 
the collector of customs at Havana, 
Colonel Tasker H. Bliss, under date of 
Dec. 29, 189S, the first report transmitted 
by him since his arrival at that port. 


Colonel Bliss says that the first se- 


rious embarrassment he met with on 
taking- charge of the custom hous-e at 
Havana was caused by the fact that nn 
making an inspection of his surround- 
ings he discovered that the Spaniards 
had removed nearly everything except 
the bare walls and floors.

improvement through legislative en- 
actment. Whan special laws of im- 
portance have been enacted for a single 
city, especially such laws as are de- 
signed to effect changes in the form 
of government, it has been the fre- 
quent custom of the legislature to re- 
quire that they receive the approval 
of the voters of such city or of their 
elected representatives. Such action is 
In my opinion wise and salutary." 


Th«re is much truth in all that the

OFFICIALS ANNOYED, 


Think General Wood Has Been Indis- 


creet, If Not Insubordinate, 


More Serious Than Appears 


on the Face of News, 


No Need of the Loud and Rigorous Protes 


From Peopl* In Santiago. 


Washington, Jan. 6.—The president and 
the cabinet are greatly annoyed by the 
news from Santiago. It 
Is rather a 


strangs happening that the first real 
difficulty since the signing of the terms 
of peace should be fostered and encour- 
aged by one of the high representatives 
of the United States government on the 
island of Cuba. 


Word from Santiago was received by 


the state department yesterday an- 
nouncing that General Wood had left 
the Cuban city in a transport and was 
coming- to Washington. 


He ia not likely to receive a very warm 


welcome here. 


Officials, especially army officials, be- 


lieve that he haa been very indiscreet, to 
say the least, if not insubordinate. 


One of the members of the cabinet Raid 


last night: "Thlgls a more serious mat- 
ter than appears on the face of the news. 
The Cubans have been given an Incentive 
to remonstrate by agitation or by other 
methods of opposition, almost, in this 
very instance, approaching a riot, to re- 
bel against any order that may not be 
pleasing to them. The present state of 
the public, mind in Cuba is so wrought 
up that only a pretext la necessary to 
cause a rebellion. Cubans must have 
rather a peculiar idea of a government 
that has as: a representative in so high a 
place fts governor of a city and province, 
a man who meets the orders of his su- 
periors with loud protests of opposition. 
General Wo«d was well acquainted with 
these conditions. 


"He must have known that any propo- 


sition vt'hlch he might suggest or any 
agitation which he might lead would be 
pretty sure to attract the support of 
the people. They had been educated to 
see the orders from Spain obeyed. He 
must have known also that the Cuba.'fe, 
especially those who were in the army, 
were dissatisfied, no* alone on account 
of their being debarred from the shar- 
ing of the spoils of governing such a 
city as Santiago, but also because of 
Jealousy at thei occupancy of their home- 
land by Americans. There has all along 
been a great deal of talk that as to rulers 
they would just as leave have the Span- 
iards as the Americans. With General 
Wood as an example and as a leader they 
were very willing to flock to his sup- 
port. Anything to armov the Ameri- 
cans. I doubt if General Wood will ever 
go back as governor." 


Officials say there was no need of the 


loud and riotous protest. If an order 
from Washington did not conform to the 
conditions apparent to those In Santiago, 
there were many other ways to secure 
its being rescinded, instead of exciting 
a population that is not now, and has 
not been, over friendly to the United 
States, except when the troops were 
necessary to whip the Spaniards. If an 
Insurrection had really broken out, Gen- 
eral Wood, more than' anybody else, 
would have been responsible for its crea- 
tion, and being the occasion of the 
trouble, he would have found'it difficult 
to suppress it without being charged 
with inconsistency.

"Washington, Jan. 5.—The war de- 


partment, divieon of customs and in- 
sular affairs, received yesterday from 
the collector of customs at Havana, 
Colonel Tasker H. Bliss, under date of 
Dec. 29, 189S, the first report transmitted 
by him since his arrival at that port. 


Colonel Bliss says that the first se- 


rious embarrassment he met with on 
taking- charge of the custom hous-e at 
Havana was caused by the fact that nn 
making an inspection of his surround- 
ings he discovered that the Spaniards 
had removed nearly everything except 
the bare walls and floors. His first offi- 
cial step was to obtain a full list of all 
the employes in the custom house, their 
salaries and nationality, and next in- 
formation as to their general character 
and reputation for integrity.

Tontliful Architects. 


A good deal has been written and print- 


ed about Heins & Lafarge, the youthful 
architects of the Cathedral of St. John. 
Thoir published portraits do them one in- 
justice. 
They make the two men much 


older in appearance than they really seam. 
In fact, they look lihe a couple of chaps 
who have just got out of college. 


Their office is way down town, close 


under the roof of a building that was term- 
ed a skyscraper 10 or 15 years ago, but 
is scarcely knee high to the cloud reach- 
ing structures of today by which it is sur- 
rounded. There the young architects keep 
a pretty good sized staff of draftsmen and 
clerks, eeve.al of whom are more impos- 
ing in personal appearance than their 
young employers, but all of whom feel 
the most profound respect for the men 
who are directing the cathedral work. 
Heins & Lafarge have had the design- 
ing of mnny important structures besides 
tho Cathedral of St. John, but they need 
not to bo bothered with anything else un- 
less they choose for the remainder of their 
lives, since the cathedral will not only be 
at least 30 years in building, but will 
afford an ample income to tho architects 
for all of that time. Old world architects 
have had such commissions in other days 
than ours, but Heics & Lafarge are tho 
lirst American architects who have been 
fortunate enough to get anything like 
Buch a chance as these two.

Tontliful Architects. 


A good deal has been written and print- 


ed about Heins & Lafarge, the youthful 
architects of the Cathedral of St. John. 
Thoir published portraits do them one in- 
justice. 
They make the two men much 


older in appearance than they really seam. 
In fact, they look lihe a couple of chaps 
who have just got out of college. 


Their office is way down town, close 


under the roof of a building that was term- 
ed a skyscraper 10 or 15 years ago, but 
is scarcely knee high to the cloud reach- 
ing structures of today by which it is sur- 
rounded. There the young architects keep 
a pretty good sized staff of draftsmen and 
clerks, eeve.al of whom are more impos- 
ing in personal appearance than their 
young employers, but all of whom feel 
the most profound respect for the men 
who are directing the cathedral work. 
Heins & Lafarge have had the design- 
ing of mnny important structures besides 
tho Cathedral of St. John, but they need 
not to bo bothered with anything else un- 
less they choose for the remainder of their 
lives, since the cathedral will not only be 
at least 30 years in building, but will 
afford an ample income to tho architects 
for all of that time. Old world architects 
have had such commissions in other days 
than ours, but Heics & Lafarge are tho 
lirst American architects who have been 
fortunate enough to get anything like 
Buch a chance as these two.

The Action I* Magnificent and Swift 


IIH IiiRhtulne— The Fung-* and the 
Poison Gland* Act Separately—A 


K Bxliibltlon. 


Kav:, tho so called poisonous fangs are 


not in thoiiiaolves poisonous— that is, they 
are nut conted with poison, nor even have 
they a capillary tube running inside along 
their length through which the cobra in- 
jects the f.oiflon into the wound. It that 
wero tbo case, the cobra could not seize its 
food — o. g., a rat — without Infecting it 
with the poison. The real fact is there is 
n fine tube running from the base of each 
ot thu two fangs backward under the eye 
to an almond shaped gland or bag which 
contains tho poison. This glpnd is con- 
stantly secreting the poison, with a small 
hupply for immediate use. Hence if th< 
tube connecting the gland to the base o1 
thu fang were kept open the poison woulu 
be constantly running out into the moutl 
of the cobra and thus wasted to no pur . 
pose 
To prevent this a circular musclo 


binds tbo tuba somewhere about the mid- 
dle. 
13ut when the cobra strikes its prey 


this muscle is relaxed and another one 
squeezes the poison bag and thus injects 
tho poison. 


But let us describe the whole process of 


striking and see what the cobra does when 
he means mischief. He expands his head 
ami rears at least a third of his length in 
the air, with the rest of the body coiled in 
the form of a spiral. This spiral form 
gives bun sufficient anchorage to rear his 
body by sheer muscular effort, and also 
the necessary leverage in dealing the blow. 
His eyes glisten like basilisks, bis forked 
tongue darts in and out with a low hissing 
sound. Suddenly he throws back his head 
in a low curve, and as swiftly darts for- 
ward to his victim, partly as a plunge and 
partly as a spring, unfolding a portion of 
his coil to increase bis range. 
It looks as 


if the cobra sprang into the air; but, as a 
matter of fact, his belly usually touches 
the ground at the moment of striking, in 
order to afford him sufficient leverage to 
imbed bis fangs firmly in the body of the 
victim. 


The action is magnificent, and yet swift 


as a lightning flash. The tongue is with- 
drawn, the mouth wide open. The fangs 
fall on the victim as a stab, the lower jaw 
closing in beneath as a bite. If the blow 
has been fair and square, two small punc- 
tures are made in the flesh of the victim 
by the two fangs. Otherwise, if the blow 
has baon one sided, there will be only one 
puncture. 


Now, the mera striking of the blow is 


not enough, and If the cobra were instan- 
taneously to withdraw the fangs after 
dealing the blow his prey would suffer no 
worse effect than the pain of those need'e- 
llke punctures. It is still necessary to in- 
ject the poison. Iu certain oases indeed, 
by a strong muscular action, the poison 
has been injected almost simultaneously 
with the blow— nay, in a case where the 
cobra was inordinately roused to fury the 
poison was shot out by a strong muscular 
effort while the cobra was still in the act 
of plunging — and in this case the would 
be victim, who was really out of range, 
escaped the blow, but had the poison 
squirted all over him. Still, however, in 
most cases the poigon is injected after the 
blow, though it be but half a second after. 
That half a second has saved many a life, 
for instance, where the blow, not being 
struck full in the body, but only on tho 
edge of it, the cobra slipped off the body 
by the mere impetus of the blow, causing 
the fangs to scratch along the skin in two 
thin lines. 


Assuming, however, that the blow has 


been struck full on the body of the victim, 
the cobra immediately after the blow — 1. e., 
as soon as he has partially recovered from 
his own Impetus, which is in about a sec- 
ond or eo — wriggles his head either to the 
right or to the left. 
This act of turning 


helps to equaezo the poison gland situated 
on that eida to which the cobra has turned, 
and thus to injsct the poison over ths 
puncture OB that side. (Of course if the 
cobra has time to turn both ways then the 
poison is deposited on both wounds, and 
the condition of the victim is doubly des- 
perate.) After this discharge the cobra 
usually drops off the Inn bin an inert mass 
as if considerably, though temporarily, 
weakened by the loss of the precious fluid. 


But to resume. It will, therefore, be 


apparent ihat (1) the fangs are employed 
merely to cause the wound or wounds — 
that is, to open up a communication with 
the blood of the victim— and (2) the poison 
deposited on the wound mixes with the 
blood and eventually causes death, as will 
be mentioned later on. Hence it will be 
noted that it the poison ie not able to en- 
ter the wound there is no danger. In 
other words, if the cobra bites a person, 
not on the naked skin, but through a 
fairly substantial garment, the fangs will 
go through right enough, but the poison 
will bo deposited on the garment and not 
on the wound. In such a case, if the per- 
son bitten were to remove the garment 
l.^fore tho poison has had time to soak 
through it, he is in no danger. 


On tbo otber hand, if there is already a 


wound or sore on the body, tben even a 
blow from a fangless cobra will be fatal. 
Snake charmers are well aware of this fact 
and are particularly careful on such occa- 
sions as the following: A band of theeo 
wen were exhibiting before the writer 
when, they proceeded to show graphically 
how a cobra strikes its prey. They pro- 
duced a magnificent specimen, full 5 feet 
in length and as thick as one's wrist — 
though, of course, fangless. One of tbo 
men struck up a monotonous tune on a 
wind instrument. The cobra immediately 
reared its head full two feet from the 
ground and bs'gan swaying its body grace- 
fully in time with the music in evident 
ploasure. Thun one of tbo other men took 
off his tunic and stood naked to the waist;. 
His bored back was carefully examined to 
seo that there was not so much as a 
scratch on it. He knolt down about two 
fact in front of tho cobra and waited. 


Suddenly, at a given signal, the music 


stopped. In fierce anger the cobra launched 
forth at the kneeling figure as being the 
nearest — but, almost simultaneously with 
the stoppage of the music, the wan drop- 
ped his head on his knees and received the 
blow on his bared back. The cobra paused 
just one second after striking, and then 
turned on its head and fell off. There was 
a huge drop of poison on the back of the 
performerj He wiped it off carefully with 
a piece of cloth and proceeded with the 
rest of the performance. — Wide World 
Magazine.

lies one morning: 


WANTED.—Ten thousand strong limbed and 


fearless men. Apply at the council chamber, 
with ropes, the night the aldermen attempt to 
pass the 50 year franchise robbery. Crane pre- 
pared to do business. 


Up to date no aldermen have been 


lynched in Chicago, but the citizens th*>-i 
are still wearing miniatures of the bang' 
man's noose in their buttonholes.

The Action I* Magnificent and Swift 


IIH IiiRhtulne— The Fung-* and the 
Poison Gland* Act Separately—A 


K Bxliibltlon. 


Kav:, tho so called poisonous fangs are 


not in thoiiiaolves poisonous— that is, they 
are nut conted with poison, nor even have 
they a capillary tube running inside along 
their length through which the cobra in- 
jects the f.oiflon into the wound. It that 
wero tbo case, the cobra could not seize its 
food — o. g., a rat — without Infecting it 
with the poison. The real fact is there is 
n fine tube running from the base of each 
ot thu two fangs backward under the eye 
to an almond shaped gland or bag which 
contains tho poison. This glpnd is con- 
stantly secreting the poison, with a small 
hupply for immediate use. Hence if th< 
tube connecting the gland to the base o1 
thu fang were kept open the poison woulu 
be constantly running out into the moutl 
of the cobra and thus wasted to no pur . 
pose 
To prevent this a circular musclo 


binds tbo tuba somewhere about the mid- 
dle. 
13ut when the cobra strikes its prey 


this muscle is relaxed and another one 
squeezes the poison bag and thus injects 
tho poison. 


But let us describe the whole process of 


striking and see what the cobra does when 
he means mischief. He expands his head 
ami rears at least a third of his length in 
the air, with the rest of the body coiled in 
the form of a spiral. This spiral form 
gives bun sufficient anchorage to rear his 
body by sheer muscular effort, and also 
the necessary leverage in dealing the blow. 
His eyes glisten like basilisks, bis forked 
tongue darts in and out with a low hissing 
sound. Suddenly he throws back his head 
in a low curve, and as swiftly darts for- 
ward to his victim, partly as a plunge and 
partly as a spring, unfolding a portion of 
his coil to increase bis range. 
It looks as 


if the cobra sprang into the air; but, as a 
matter of fact, his belly usually touches 
the ground at the moment of striking, in 
order to afford him sufficient leverage to 
imbed bis fangs firmly in the body of the 
victim. 


The action is magnificent, and yet swift 


as a lightning flash. The tongue is with- 
drawn, the mouth wide open. The fangs 
fall on the victim as a stab, the lower jaw 
closing in beneath as a bite. If the blow 
has been fair and square, two small punc- 
tures are made in the flesh of the victim 
by the two fangs. Otherwise, if the blow 
has baon one sided, there will be only one 
puncture. 


Now, the mera striking of the blow is 


not enough, and If the cobra were instan- 
taneously to withdraw the fangs after 
dealing the blow his prey would suffer no 
worse effect than the pain of those need'e- 
llke punctures. It is still necessary to in- 
ject the poison. Iu certain oases indeed, 
by a strong muscular action, the poison 
has been injected almost simultaneously 
with the blow— nay, in a case where the 
cobra was inordinately roused to fury the 
poison was shot out by a strong muscular 
effort while the cobra was still in the act 
of plunging — and in this case the would 
be victim, who was really out of range, 
escaped the blow, but had the poison 
squirted all over him. Still, however, in 
most cases the poigon is injected after the 
blow, though it be but half a second after. 
That half a second has saved many a life, 
for instance, where the blow, not being 
struck full in the body, but only on tho 
edge of it, the cobra slipped off the body 
by the mere impetus of the blow, causing 
the fangs to scratch along the skin in two 
thin lines. 


Assuming, however, that the blow has 


been struck full on the body of the victim, 
the cobra immediately after the blow — 1. e., 
as soon as he has partially recovered from 
his own Impetus, which is in about a sec- 
ond or eo — wriggles his head either to the 
right or to the left. 
This act of turning 


helps to equaezo the poison gland situated 
on that eida to which the cobra has turned, 
and thus to injsct the poison over ths 
puncture OB that side. (Of course if the 
cobra has time to turn both ways then the 
poison is deposited on both wounds, and 
the condition of the victim is doubly des- 
perate.) After this discharge the cobra 
usually drops off the Inn bin an inert mass 
as if considerably, though temporarily, 
weakened by the loss of the precious fluid. 


But to resume. It will, therefore, be 


apparent ihat (1) the fangs are employed 
merely to cause the wound or wounds — 
that is, to open up a communication with 
the blood of the victim— and (2) the poison 
deposited on the wound mixes with the 
blood and eventually causes death, as will 
be mentioned later on. Hence it will be 
noted that it the poison ie not able to en- 
ter the wound there is no danger. In 
other words, if the cobra bites a person, 
not on the naked skin, but through a 
fairly substantial garment, the fangs will 
go through right enough, but the poison 
will bo deposited on the garment and not 
on the wound. In such a case, if the per- 
son bitten were to remove the garment 
l.^fore tho poison has had time to soak 
through it, he is in no danger. 


On tbo otber hand, if there is already a 


wound or sore on the body, tben even a 
blow from a fangless cobra will be fatal. 
Snake charmers are well aware of this fact 
and are particularly careful on such occa- 
sions as the following: A band of theeo 
wen were exhibiting before the writer 
when, they proceeded to show graphically 
how a cobra strikes its prey. They pro- 
duced a magnificent specimen, full 5 feet 
in length and as thick as one's wrist — 
though, of course, fangless. One of tbo 
men struck up a monotonous tune on a 
wind instrument. The cobra immediately 
reared its head full two feet from the 
ground and bs'gan swaying its body grace- 
fully in time with the music in evident 
ploasure. Thun one of tbo other men took 
off his tunic and stood naked to the waist;. 
His bored back was carefully examined to 
seo that there was not so much as a 
scratch on it. He knolt down about two 
fact in front of tho cobra and waited. 


Suddenly, at a given signal, the music 


stopped. In fierce anger the cobra launched 
forth at the kneeling figure as being the 
nearest — but, almost simultaneously with 
the stoppage of the music, the wan drop- 
ped his head on his knees and received the 
blow on his bared back. The cobra paused 
just one second after striking, and then 
turned on its head and fell off. There was 
a huge drop of poison on the back of the 
performerj He wiped it off carefully with 
a piece of cloth and proceeded with the 
rest of the performance. — Wide World 
Magazine.

The members of the Northern Berk- 


shire Butchers' Mutual Protective as- 
sociation met at Columbia theater yes- 
terday 
afternoon, and 
nearly every 


meat dealer in the city was represent- 
ed. The object of the association is 
to protect its members from bad debts. 
At the meeting yesterday, however, 
the regular order of business was dis- 
pensed with and the members listened 
to the reading of a letter from D. J. 
Haley of T,roy, secretary of the eastern 
branch of the National Eetail But- 
chers' Mutual Protective association. 
JMr, Haley urged the formation of a 
local branch of such an organization 
in this city, which had for its sole ob- 
ject the protection of its members from 
the encroachments of the wholesalers 
and meat combines. He also sent cir- 
culars which were read. 


After discussing the various features 


of the scheme, it was decided to invite 
Mr. Haley to visit the city on Thurs- 
day evening, January 12, when Grand 
Army hall would be secured, and at 
which time he could explain further 
the objects of the association, and or- 
ganize a local branch. 
A committee 


consisting of Peter Harrington and H. 
A. Tower was appointed to meet the 
secretary at the train and escort him 
to the hall, where a full attendance of 
all the retail meat dealers is desired. 


The local dealers feel that this move- 


ment is for their best interests, claim- 
ing that the action of the big whole- 
salers in the past few months has been 
such that only a united stand will en- 
able them to continue and conduct their 
own business successfully. 
The out- 


come will be watched with considerable 
interest by consumers throughout the 
city. 


This national association is very 


strong throughout the country and the 
butchers of nearly all the large cities 
are in the organization. 
It will be en- 


tirely different from the local organi- 
aztion about which there was so much 
complaint in connection with prices 
last summer. The local dealers claim 
that any advance in prices was made 
necessary by the attitude of the whole- 
salers against which they are now 
complaining. 


The retailers her are dissatisfied, as 


they are in many places, with the at- 
titude of the wholesalers. They claim 
that the latter fail to protect the in- 
terests of their clients, and that they 
sell to large buyers like the hotels and 
restaurants directly. It is also said 
that the wholesalers back small dealers 
on the outskirts of the city, and in 
many ways oppose the interests of the 
retailers. It is to protect themselves 
from this that the retailers wish to 
join the naional organization.

The members of the Northern Berk- 


shire Butchers' Mutual Protective as- 
sociation met at Columbia theater yes- 
terday 
afternoon, and 
nearly every 


meat dealer in the city was represent- 
ed. The object of the association is 
to protect its members from bad debts. 
At the meeting yesterday, however, 
the regular order of business was dis- 
pensed with and the members listened 
to the reading of a letter from D. J. 
Haley of T,roy, secretary of the eastern 
branch of the National Eetail But- 
chers' Mutual Protective association. 
JMr, Haley urged the formation of a 
local branch of such an organization 
in this city, which had for its sole ob- 
ject the protection of its members from 
the encroachments of the wholesalers 
and meat combines. He also sent cir- 
culars which were read. 


After discussing the various features 


of the scheme, it was decided to invite 
Mr. Haley to visit the city on Thurs- 
day evening, January 12, when Grand 
Army hall would be secured, and at 
which time he could explain further 
the objects of the association, and or- 
ganize a local branch. 
A committee 


consisting of Peter Harrington and H. 
A. Tower was appointed to meet the 
secretary at the train and escort him 
to the hall, where a full attendance of 
all the retail meat dealers is desired. 


The local dealers feel that this move- 


ment is for their best interests, claim- 
ing that the action of the big whole- 
salers in the past few months has been 
such that only a united stand will en- 
able them to continue and conduct their 
own business successfully. 
The out- 


come will be watched with considerable 
interest by consumers throughout the 
city. 


This national association is very 


strong throughout the country and the 
butchers of nearly all the large cities 
are in the organization. 
It will be en- 


tirely different from the local organi- 
aztion about which there was so much 
complaint in connection with prices 
last summer. The local dealers claim 
that any advance in prices was made 
necessary by the attitude of the whole- 
salers against which they are now 
complaining. 


The retailers her are dissatisfied, as

Final Decision in the Fayerweathe 


W.ll Case. 


A dcciaiou was handed down yester- 


day by the United States circuit cour 
of appeals at New York, vacating- the 
injunction granted by Judge Lacombe 
of the United States 
circuit 
court 


which restrained the executors of the 
late Daniel B. Fayerweather from p'iy- 
ing: over any moneys to the several in- 
stitutions made beneficiaries. This de- 
cision leaves the executors free to dis- 
pose of about $3,000,000, bequeathed to 
about 20 colleges of which Williams is 
one, 
and universities throughout the 


country. 


The United States circuit court of 


appeals also reverses the order of Jucl?e 
Lacombe, committing Prcscott Hall 
Butler of counsel for the executors for 
contempt of court 
for

answer as to the contents of a codicil 
executed by Mr. Fayerweathor four 
days before his death, ana which, it is 
claimed, was burned by 
Henry B.
